GENERAL DI CESNOLA. 


General Louis Palma di Cesnola, 
nianaging director of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, died at his apart- 
ments in the Hotel Seymour in New 
York on November 22. He has been 
a trustee of the Museum for more than 
twenty-seven years and its managing 
director since 1879. 

A native of Rivarola, Italy, where he 
was born on June 29, 1832, at the age 


'of seventeen he joined and served in 


the Sardinian army against Austria. 
Iie showed great courage in the field 
and was publicly promoted for brav- 
ery. He further distinguished himself 
in the Crimean war. He came to this 
country in 1860 and saw much active 
‘service in the civil war, and was per- 
sonally complimented on the field for 
(bravery. He was wounded and cap- 
‘tured, spending nearly a year in Libby 
rison. Rejoining his command, he 
was made a major general. About this 
‘time he married the daughter of Com- 
modore Reid, U. S. N. At the close of 
ithe war President Lincoln appointed 
him United States consul to Cypress, 
where he served two years, returning 
to New York in 1867. While in Cy- 
press he first began to attract attention 
a collector and critic of art. He 
made extensive archeological explora- 
tions, unearthing statues, inscriptions, 
architectural remains, 
vases, bronzes, and other relics at Cu- 
‘rium and elsewhere, all of which are 
now exhibited in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art.
